The June listing of IARU member societies 
(available for an SASE from ARRL) lists Burma as one 
of the countries in which amateur radio is 
suspended; the others listed are Angola, Ghana, and 
Mozambique. Of course, many of the countries most 
needed by DXCCers are not even IARU 
members...Albania, both Yemens, Viet Nam, Cambodia, 
Laos; none are members. Bangladesh is, but lists no 
operators or stations, just 30 “society members.” 
China lists 60 operators, nine stations, and 500 
society members. 


There are now 123 IARU member societies, the most 
reent additions being the Kuwait ARS and the Brunei 
ARTS. The only society on the agenda to be voted on 
next is Gabon (TR8). 


“BOWDOIN TO BE ON THE AIR AGAIN" 


N2PB/NM is operating from the schooner Bowdoin Aug 
14-19, to commemorate the 60th anniversary of the 
first use of short wave radio from the Arctic. Look 
for them on 20, 40, and 80 phone and CW. The 
operation is sponsored by the Schooner Bowdoin 
Association, PO Box 1117, Rockland, ME 04841, and 
that's the QSL address. 


On June 23, 1923, the MacMillan Arctic Expedition 
sailed from Wiscasset, Maine, with a complete 
200-Meter amateur station on board; the operator was 
Don Mix, 1TS. Mix signed WNP (Wireless North Pole), 


and when he returned in September, 1924, the HAM IN SPACE 
frequencies below 200 Meters had "been discovered.” ————

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MT _ATHOS DOINGS 


Manos G. Darkadakis, SV1IW, writes regarding the recent 
purported Mt. Athos operations, “protesting strongly 
against a second violation of the reciprocal agreements 
between Greece and West Germany.” 


SV1IW referred to the claim by DL7FT that he was 
operating from Mt. Athos, and he stated (heard by many 
on the air) that “nobody has obtainced a license (for 
Mt. Athos) the last ten years." 


Darkadakis is circulating a photocopy of his license 
for Mt. Athos, issued in 1980. He points out that 
getting permission for a Mt. Athos operation from the 
Greek PTT is easy, but that such a license is 
conditional, requiring written permission from the Mt. 
Athos monks themselves. 


All this simply adds to the 
doubts we have had for years 
regarding claims by DL7FT that he is 
“on the verge” of operating from 
Albania. To put it bluntly, his 
credibility is non-existent as far 
as we are concerned
